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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: as stated in the Office action mailed September 
25, 2007, Carlson teaches the concept of utilizing a braking buffer (or stabilizer) acting along a front to rear direction of the vehicle (I.e. the 
running direction) as well as a left to right direction. Furthermore, Carlson teaches, but does not use in the invention, stabilizers 
comprising weighted elements movable along a single axis. One such type of buffer is taught by Palowsky and Is relied upon by the 
examiner as teaching the recited features of the claimed buffer. As such it is the opinion of the examiner that simply replacing the buffer 
63/65 of Carlson with the buffer of Palowsky would have yielded predictable results, in that the buffer of Palowsky would have stabilized 
the vehicle during braking and turning events in the same manner as the buffer taught by Caiison. The specific structure of the buffers as 
taught by Carlson is not relied upon by the examiner when having formulated the rejection. As such any further remarks would be 
improper. It would appear that any supposed disadvantages of the buffer taught by Palowsky would also apply to the instant invention, 
since both are substantially identical. As such any further comment Is inappropriate. The specifics of the void present in Palowsky play 
no role in the rejection, since these remarks are more specific than the claim language. 
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
